“The conspicuous noxious features of 
trusts existent, and possible are these: Over- 
capitalization, lack of publicity of operation, 
discrimination in prices to destroy competi- 
tion, insufficient personal responsibility of 
officers and directors for corporate manage- 
ment, tendency to monopoly and lack of ap- 
preciation in their management of their rela- 
tions to the people, for whose benefit they are 
to exist.

„ Overcapitalization is the chief of these 
and the source from which the minor ones 
flow.

LONDON, Oct. 15., 3 a. m.—The education 
controversy is at white heat on the eve of 
the redssembling of parliament. .

MANCHESTER, Oct. 14:—Premier Balfour 
in an address at a massmeeting held in con- 
nection with the annual conference of the 
National Union Conservative Constitutional 
association talked of the education bill. 
The premier declared the agitation against 
and the opposition to the bill were due to 
misunderstandings caused by false state- 
ments of its provisions and intentions. 


Denies Nonconformist Claims. 

Continuing, the premier asserted that a 
majority of the people believed religion 
should be taught in the schools, but that it 
did not agree as to what religion, and that the 
only alternative was a system permitting de- 
nominational teaching in schools wholly sup- 
ported by taxes, as well as promoting it in 
those schools which were not wholly so sup- 
ported. He said that the claim that repre- 
sentation. did not follow taxation was er- 
roneous, since the real control of the schools 
was vested, not in the church authorities but 
in the municipal councils and their con- 
etituents. 

The threats of the nonconformists to re- 
fuse to pay the taxes, the premier said, were 
unworthy the citizens of a free country. 
Civilized government was impossible if dis- 
satisfied citizens refused to obey the laws. 

“Tf this reform is not unhesitatingly car- 
ried through,” concluded the premier, the 
government will earn and deserve the con- 
tempt of parents and of children yet un- 
born.“

R. G. Leeds, Son of Rock Island Railway 
President, Who Went to Aid Colom- 
bian Rebels, Captured by Consul. 


New York. Oct. 14.—[Spectal.}—R. G. Leeds, 
the 16 year old son of W. B. Leeds, presi- 
dent of the Rock Island railroad system who 
about four weeks ago quietly slipped away 
from Andover, Mass., where he was pre- 
paring for college, and went to Colombia to 
help Gen. Uribe-Uribe overthrow the govern- 
ment there, got back home today on the 
steamship Seguranca, which at present is 
fiying the flag of the Panama company, to 
which concern it is under charter. He was 
seized and put aboard the steamer at Pan- 
ama by the American consul, acting under 
instructions. 

Young Leeds, whose uhlooked for depart- 
ure for strenuous scenes on the isthmus 
caused his parents so much worry, did not 
remain on the pier long today, being met and 
taken away by his uncle, W. M. Leeds, as 
soon as he had landed from the ship. 

Young Leeds was a student at Phillips An- 
dover academy when he decided to journey 
south to help the revolutionists in Colombia. 
He came to New York and booked for Colon. 
He landed there all right, and bought a ticket 
for Panama. Before he reached the end of 
his transisthmian journey, however, the 
Leeds family learned of his whereabouts, and 
they promptly requested H. A. Gudger, the 
American consul genera! at Panama, to meet 
the train and take the young man in charge. 

So when Mr. Leeds, full of martial en-

Mitchell Is 

When told tonight by press correspondents 
of the anxiety of the public to learn his views 
of the operators proposal, President Mitchell 
gave out the following statement: 

“T fully appreciate with what anxiety the 
people of our country are awaiting the end of 
the coal atrike. The coal operators have not 
addressed the miners’ union nor its officers in 
making their public statement, It is there- 
fore impossible for me to state the attitude ot 
the miners at this time. I am now, as

Mr. Mitchell was asked if the president 
was expecting a reply from him, to which 
he replied in the negative, returning the 
same answer to a direct query as to whether 
he had any intimation that the operators 
would determine on a proffer of arbitration 
or had held communication with the pres 
ident by either telephone or telegraph. He 
was also spoken to about the assumption 
on the part of the country in general that 
the strike is practically over, which was 
apparently reflected today in Wall street,

COMMITTEE SHIFTS AGAIN 
Ohio Code Conference Makes Radical 
Change Regarding Government 
of Cities. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 14.—The legislative con- 


ference ‘committee in charge of the code re- 
vision reversed itself again tonight, and now 
it is proposed that there shall be a depart- 
ment of public safety for municipalities sepa- 
rate and apart from that of public service. 


The code as it now stands provides for a 


board of public service of one, three, or five 
members, as the council may determine, to 
be elected for terms of two years each. They 
will have full charge of all public works and 
improvements and. will fix the number and 
compensation of all officers and employés of 
the department. Council will have no con- 
trol over them except to appropriate the 
money for the department. 


The board of public safety, to which will 


be intrusted the care of the police and fire 
departments, will be bipattisan, composed of 
two on four members, as council may deter- 
mine, and will de appointed by the trustees 
of the sinking fund. The first dppotntinente | 
will be for two and three yearsand thereafter 
for four years. This board will also be the 
civil service commissioners, to have charge 
of appointments and removals in the depart- 
ments of fire, police, and health.

The Deering W company will not 
be permitted to build docks out into the river. 
This was the decision of Judge Baker yester- 
day in the United States Circuit court when 
to issue an against the 
ci 

The decision is regarded or lawyers as im- 
portant, and outside of being a precedent 
involves property of considerable value. A 
year ago the harvester company, claiming 
to have rights out to the middle of the stream, 
started bullding docks, which would have 
meant the making ot a strip of land 900 feet 
long and from 25 to 100 feetin width. One 
Sunday it drove a line of piles at the pro- 
posed dock line and the next aay the city 
stopped the work, 


Government Permit No Authority. 

Then the company flied a suit in the federal 
courts seeking to enjoin the city from inter- 
fering, and among other things set up a per- 
) mit it had obtained from the United States 
government engineers; who certified that he 
docks would not interfere with navigation. 
The city replied that the Interference with 
navigation was not the test, that adjoining 
property owners on the river had no rights 
beyond the original shore line and could not 
encroach upon the stream 

On this issue Judge Baker decided for the 
city and gefused to issue the injunction. The 
decision is regarded as establishing the prin- 
ciple that the original shore lines of the river 
must be preserved and bearing on the right 


et the city to have them restored where, as in 


many cases, the docks have passed them. 


Urges More Water Meters. 

City Engineer Ericson is preparing a re- 
port on the resolution of Ald. Race looking 
to the putting in of meters for all users of 
water in order to stop the waste now preva- 
lent under the frontage system of assessing 
water bills. The engineer is warmly in 
favor of the plan and figures that it would 
result in a great saving to the city. 

He computes that there are now 200,000 
water taps where the charge is by frontage 
rate, and it would be economickl to install 
meters in 75 per cent, or 150,000. The cost 
of meters is $15 each, or $2,250,000. The 
interest on this at\3 per cent would be $67,500 
a year, but against this Mr. Ericson esti- 
mates that the city would save at least 
$120,000 a year in coal bills alone. More 
important than that, however, he regards 
the saving in the cost of new pumps result- 
ing from curtailing the waste of water. 
Now the natural growth of the city necessi- 
tates a new pump costing: $80,000 or more 
every few years.
